In compliance with a'custom as old eS the 


jotarnment itself, I appear before you to

JT do not consider it necessary at present 


or me to discuss those matters of adminin-- 
tration about which there is no special anx- 
ety or excitement. 


Apprehension seems to exist among the 


_ eijiple of the southern states -that by the 
accession of a republican administration 
hair property and their peace and per- 
onal security are to be endangered.— 
There has never been any reasonable cause 
ori such apprehension. Indeed, the most 
ample evidence to the contrary has all the 
while existed and been open to their inspec- 
ion. It ia found in nearly all the published

when I declare that "I have no purpose, di- 
ectly of indirectly, to interfere with the iri- 
titution of slavery in the states where it ex- 
sts.

There is miich controversy' abpnt the de- 


ivering np of fugitives from service or labor. 
?he clause I now read is as: plainly written 
n the Constitution as any-other of its pro- 
visions :

During that period fifteen 
different and greatly distinguished citizens' 
have in succession administered the execu- 
tive branch of the government. • They have 
conducted it through many perils, and gen- 
erally -with great success.i;- i'etwith allvthis 
scope for precedent, ;I;-npw enter ngou;; the 
same task for the.brief constitutional term 
of four years under'great and'peculiar dif- 
ficulty, ;A:disruptiou of the federal Union, 
heretofore only menaced, is/now formidably

. I hold that, in • contemplntion of uni- 
versal law :and :of; the : constitution,: the 
Union of these states isiperpetual: -PeTp'etu- 
ity is imjilied,- if riot expressed, in the'-fnnda- 
mental law of all national-'gbvernmerits. 
It is safe'to assert that. rio government-prop- 
er ever had a prov'isipn in its organic law;for 
its own termination. Continue to exercise;all 
the express provisions of our-national con- 
stitution, and the Union will endure:forever-—- 
it being impossible to destroy'it except by 
some action not provided -ftr in the-instru- 
ment itself..

. . . In doing thisj there need be no blood- 
shed Or violence, and'there shall be none) 
unless it be forced upon the national authori- 
ty. The.power confided to me will be used 
to hold,;occupy and possess the property and 
places' belonging to the government, and to 
collect-the duties and imposts:;, but beyond 
what may be necessary for, these objects,there 
will be no invasion, no using of force against 
or among the people anywhere. Where 
hostility to the United States in any inte- 
rior locality shall be so great and uni- 
versal as to pievent competent resident cit- 
izens from holding the federal-offices, there. 
:.will be no attempt to force obnoxious 
strangers among the people for that object. 
While- the strict 'legal right.r may exist in 
the government to enforce the exercise of 
these ofiices, the attempt to do so would be 
so irritating, and, so nearly impracticable 
withal, I deem it better to forego for a 
time the uses of such .offices. 


The mails, unless repelled, will continue 


to be. furnished in , a]Lparte.,of the Union. 
So iar as possible, the people everywhere 
shall have that sense ot perfect secnnty 
which is most favorable to calm thoughtand 
reflection. :,The course here indicated will be 
followed, unless cuireut events and expen 
euce shall show a modification or change to 
.be proper, and m every case and exigency my 
best discretion will be exercised, according 
to cifcumstauces actually existing, and with 
a view and a hope of a peaceful solution of 
the national'troubles and the'restoration of 
fraternal sympathy and; 'affections. 
... That there are persons!in -on'ei.section or 
another who seek to destroy the Union at 
all events, and are glad of any pretext to 
do it, I will neither affirm nor deny , but if 
there be such, I need address no word to 
them. To those, however,:who really love 
the Union, may I not.speak?

as the destruction of our national fabric, 
with a'l its benefits, its memories and its 
hopesj would!it not be wise'to ascertain pre-

All proless to be content in the Union, if 


all constitutional rights can be maintained 
Is it truo then that any light plainly writ 
ten in the constitution; has been.denied,?.

so constituted that no party can reach to 
the audacity of doing this. Think, if you 
an, of a single instance-in which a plainly 
vrittea provision ; of the..constitution bas- 
ver been denied ? If by the mere force 
jf numbers, a majoiity should deprive a mi- 
.onty of any clearly written constitution- 
al right, it might, m a moial point of view,

'All the vital rights of minor- 
ties, and of individuals, are so plainly as

specifically applicable to every question

From questions ot this class spring 


all our constitutional controversies , and 
we divide upon them into majorities 
and minorities. If the minority will not 
.cquiesce, the majority must, or the gov 
ernment.niust;eease; ,There .is?no other al- 
teinative , for continuing the government is 
acqi tescence on one side or the other — 
If minority [in such case will secede 
rather than acquiesce, they make a pre 
eedent, which in turn will ruin and divide 
them, .foi a minority of then own will 
secede fiom them whenever a majority refu 
ses to be controlled bj such minority. Poi 
instance, why may not any portion of a-new 
confederacy, a year or two hence, arbitrarily 
secede again, precisely as portions of the 
present Union now plaim to secede from it 
All who cherish disunion sentiments are 
now being educated to the exact temper of 
doing this.

'-' Is there such peifect identity of inter 
eats among the states to compose a new Un 
ion as to producehairnonyonlyand pievent 
renewed secession? Plainly, the central idea 
of secession is the essence of anaichy. A 
majority held in restraint by constitutional 
checks and limitations, and always changing 
easily with deliberate changes of popular 
opinions and sentiment?, is the only true sov 
ereign of a free people 
TPboever lejects it 


does of hecessitv fly to anarchy or to despot 
ism 
Unanimity-is impossible. The rule 


of i tninoiity, as a permanent arrange 
ment, is wholly inadmissible, so that re 
jecting the majority principle, anarchy or 
despotism, in somf foim, is all that is left 
.: 1 do not forget the position assumed by 
some that constitutional questions aie to 
bf decided by tbe supreme coait, nor do " 
deny that such decisions must be binding 
-in any ease upon the parties to a suit as tothi 
object of that suit, vhile they are1 alsi 
entitled to a very high respect and consider 


ation, in all parallel cases, by all other de- 
partments of the government. And while it 
is obviously possible that such decision may 
be erroneous in any given case, still the evil' 
effect following it being limited to that 
particular,case, with the chance that itimay 
l>e overruled and never become a precedent 
for other cases, can better be borne than 
could the evils of a different practice. At 
the same time, the candid citizen must con- 
fess that if the policy of the government up,-; 
on questions vital, affecting the whole peo- 
ple, is to be irrevocably fixed by decisions 
of the Supreme Court, the instant they are 
made in ordinary litigation between par- 
ties in personal actions, the, people will 
have ceased to be their own rulers, having 
to that extent, practically, resigned their gov- 
ernment into the hands of that eminent 
tribunal.

Nor is there in this view any assault 


upon the court OP the judges. 
It ia 


a duty irorn which they may not shrink 
to decide cases properly brought before 
them, and it is no fault of theirs if others 
seek, to turn their decisions to political pur- 
poses. One section of our country believes 
slavery is right, and ought to be extended ; 
while the other believes it -is wrong and 
pught not to-be extended; Tbis is the only 
substantial dispute. 


The fugitive slave clause of the constitu- 


tion, and the law for the suppression of the 
foreign slave trade, are each as well enforced 
periaps as any law can 'ever- be: inL 
> & com- 


munity where the moral sense of the people 
imperfectly supports the law itself.,.Tbegreat 
body of the people abide by the dry, legal 
•vobligation' in both cases,and a few break over 
in each.' This I think cannot be-perfectly 
cured; and it would.be worse,'in both cases, 
after .the separation:of the sections, than 
before., The foreign slave trade, now .im- 
perfectly suppressed, would''be ultimately 
. revived without restriction in one section; 
while fugitive slaves, now only partially sui- 
rendered, would not be surrendered at all by 
'the: other. 


Physically speaking, WP cannot separate. 


We cannot remove our respective sections 
from each othci, nor build an impassable 
wall between them.' A husband and wife 
may be divorced and;go out of the presence 
and beyond the leach of each other, but 
the different paits of oui country cannot 
do this". They cannot but remain face to 
face and intercourse, either amicable or 
hostile, must continue between them. Is it 
possible then to make that mtercomse more 
advantageous or more satisfactory aftei sep 
aration than before t Can aliens make treat- 
ies; easier than friends can make laws? 
Can treaties be more faithfully enforced be 
tween aliens than laws can among friends ? 
Suppose you go to war, you cannot fight al- 
ways, and. when,, after much .loss on both 
sides and no gain on either, you cease fight- 
lug, the identical old questions as to terms 
of intercourse are again upon you. 
This country with its institutions belongs to 


.the people who inhabit it. Whenever they 
shall grow weary of the existing government 
they can exercise their constitutional right 
it in amending, or their revolutionary right 
to dismembei 01 oveithrow it. 


I cannot be ignorant of the,fact that many 


worthy and patiiotic citizens are desirous 
of. having the national constitution amend- 
ed. While I make no recommendation of 
amendments, I fully recognize the rightful 
authoiily of the people ovei the whole sub 
ject, to be exeicised in cithei of the modes 
prescribed 111 the instrument itself,—and I 
should, under existing cucumstauces, favor 
rather than oppose a lair opportunity being 
affoided the people to actuponit. Iwillven 
ture to add, that to me tbe convention mode 
seems preferable, in that it allows amend 
ments to originate with the people them 
selves, instead of only permitting them to 
take or reject propositions originated by 
others not especially chosen foi the pm- 
pose, and which might not be piecisely 
such as: they :would wis'h' to.either .accept or 
refuse. 
I understand apioposed amendment to the 
constitution—which amendment, however, I 
have not seen—has -passed congress, to the 
effect that the federal governmentshall nev- 
er interfere with the domestic institutions of 
the;states, including that of persons-held to 
service. 
To avoid misconstruction of 


what I have said, 1 depart from my pur- 
pose not to speak of particular amendments, 
so far as to say that holding such a provi 
ion now to be implied constitutional law, 
have no objection to its being made ex- 
iress and irrevocable. 


The chiet magistrate derives all his au 


hority from-the people, and they have con 
erred none upon him to fix terms for the 
.eparation of the states 
The people thfm 


ielvea can do this also if they choose, but 
he executive, as such, has nothing to do 
-ith it. His duty is to administer- the pres: 


ent government -as it came to bis "hands, 
md to transmit it unimpaired, by-him to Bis 
uccessor. 


Why should there not be a patient 


confidence in the ultimate justice of the 
)eople? Is there any better or equal 
":0pe in the world? In our ptesent dif 
erences is either party without faith of 
jeing in the right? If the Almighty Buler 
of Nationb, with His eternal truth and jus- 
tice, be on your side ol the north, or on yours 
of the south, that truth and that justice 
will surely prevail by the judgment of this 
;reat tribunal of the great American people. 


By tha frame of the government under 


which we live, this same people have wisely 
given their public servants but little power 
for mischief, and have with equal wisdom 
provided'for the return of-tbat little to their 
iwn hands at very shortinteivals. While the 
peoplp retain their virtue and vigilance, TO 
idministration, by any extreme of wicked, 
ness or folly, can very seriously injure the 
sjovemment in the short space of foui years, 


My countrymen, and all, think calmly and 


well upon this whole subject. 
Nothing 


valuable can be lost by taking time, 
fi 


there be an object to limiy any of you m 
hot haste to a step which you would never 
take deliberately, that object, will be frus- 
trated by taking time , but no good object 
can be frustrated by it 'Such of you as 
are now dissatisfied, still have the old con- 
stitution unimpaired, and, on the sensitive 
point, the laws of your own framing under 
it, while the new administration will have 
no immediate poiver, if it would, to change 
either If it were admitted that3'ou who aie 
dissatisfied hold the right side in the dispute 
there still is no single good leason for pre
